Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant presented proposed amendment to the claim language 
further detailing the structural/physical implication of clause "being positioned differently than intended" as found in 
previous claims. Such proposed claim language was approximately " having angular and/or distance mispositioning 
relative to the desired acoustic source that results in the acoustic signals received bv the acoustic pick-up device failing 
to achieve proper or adequate noise cancellation and resulting in the audio signals being degraded". The examiner 
agreed that the amended language appeared to further clarify the nature of the positioning, though further 
consideration would be required to determine the implications of such language on the teachings/combinations of the 
presently applied prior art. An amendment regarding the "averaging" in the present claim language also was 
discussed. The applicant proposed further clarifying that respective or individual averages of the input signals received 
from the two microphones were used in producing the error signal involved in the system. While signal averaging was 
discussed by Carlson, the derivation of individual averages from the two input components did not seem to be taught or 
suggested by the prior art in view of the proposed modification of particularly Carlson in view of Andrea, though the 
examiner expressed that further search/consideration would be required to ascertain the effect of such an amendment 
on the overall status of the claims. 
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
